KANSAS WHEAT CROP, 


Numbered Among the Best—Yield is 
65,000 Busiiels, 


Topeka, Kan., Aug, 12,—After hav- 
ing passed through a greater variety 
@ viccissitudes than ever beset the 
crop in any previous year, Kansas 
fias managed to come out with a yield 
of approximately 65,000,000 bushels ot 
wheat this year, 

This production is 28,000,000 bushels 
below the harvest of 1906, but onty 
five of the crops raised in the past 
ten years have been materially larger, 

Reports to the Kansas board of ag- 
riculture indicate that, the corn crop 
ig making rapid and unsatistactory 
growth ond will be up to iast year’s 
great output of 187,000,000 bushels, 

Of more than 2,000 reports received 
on the corn crop, fifty-five say it is 
fine, one hundred good, thirty-nine 
fair and eighteen poor.

CIVIC MISMANAGEMENT, 


Editor Bulletin, 

No better examplo of a waste of the 
city’s cash could be produced than 
that witnessed on .Namayo avenue 
lust Friday morning. With that 
part of this street between Clarke 
aud Clara street, somewhat resemb- 
ling a seaside bathing grounds from 
the recent rains, and which was in 
no condition for repairs, we find 
several men and teams with wagons 
and the road grader set to work to 
grade this particular portion of the 
street, Their efforts presented a 
most ridiculous appearance, and it 
was a fine example of the excellent 
mismanagement of the city’s affairs. 

Now, let us ask what is the object 
of grading a street? Is it not to per- 
mit, in some degree, of drainage! 
This portion of the street is execavat- 


ed from six to eight inches lower 
than the cement gutter, so that no 
water whatever can escape. It is 


practically a stagnant pond so far as 
drainage is concerned. Not only 
was the bight of the men working a 
most exasperating one, but it pre- 
sented a fairly good example of how 
the city cash can be spent without 
any profitable result Whatever city 
oflicial was responsible for this action

is certainly unfit to hold any office 
in this or any other city where thé 
expenditure of money is entrustd to 
that official, The time has arrived 
—long ago—when the citizens of Ed- 
monton should unite and demand 
some show of an equivalent in pub.

spent. With the councillors and 
commissioners telling us that many 


of our public improvements have to 
be discontinued through lack of 
funds, we are at a loss how to recon- 
cile that assertion with the existing 
daily conditions which come before 
the view of the residents and which 
present a very unprofitable and un- 
businesslike appearance. Judging 
from much of the work performed, 
and the results we see from the ex- 
penditure incurred, we cannot come 
to any other conclusion than that the 
city has an inexhaustible supply of 
cash, and that the source can never 
be depleted.

The monetary loss to the fishing an- 
ferests of the North Wacitic coast will 
not be far short of $2,000,000, 

That the pack of Alaska red salmon

A TRYLOGY OF 
CRUEL MURDERS 


Two Men Killad for What Money 
They Had—Another Victim 
of Jealousy. 


Minneapolis, Minn. Aug, 12.—-Two men 
were murdered here early Sunday morn 
ing. A third vietim of a murderous at 
tack is in the hospital, the result of 4 
jealous woman's rage. Both murders oc- 
curred near Twelfth Avenue South, and 
First. One of the victims was Andrew 
Bjerklund, aged #0, while the other body 
has not been identified, 

Bodies Placed on Track. 

Bjerkiund was killed probably 
blow over the head, and then robbed. 
His body was placed on a sidetrack of 
the Minneapolis and Western road at 
the foot of 12th avenue, where il is ter- 
ribly crushed, 

The second man, about 20 years old, 
was shot through the head, probably 
when in the vicinity of Fourteenth ave. 
and First street. Bjerklund’s body was 
found early this morning. It was be- 
lieved that he had been accidentally 
killed, 

Late Sunday afternoun, a colored man 
tliscovered the corpse of the unknown 
murdered man, whose pockets had been 
turned inside out; his trousers cut to 
pieces and his shoos removed.

Medicine Hat, Aug. 12,—Natural 
gas is now being bottled up in tanks 
and will be experted to take the place 
of gasoline as a commercial commod- 
ity, Some difficully is being exper- 
ienced in» obtaining a suitable ma- 
teral for these tanks which will be at 
sufficiently strong to withstand 
the pressure. and at the same time 
light enough to keep the freight rates 
within bounds, Experiments are now 
being c#rried on with censiderable 
siecess upon aluminum and it is ex- 
pected that this material will prove 
adequate in every pafticular. 

The gas is taken directly from the 
ground in its erude state and eon- 
fined. It is estimated that when 
once placed upon the market it will 
take the place of gasoline in several 
of the lines in which that by-product 
is employed, especially in motor cars

WILL REPORT ON 
U.S. IMMIGRATION 


Distinguished Amorican Acad- 
emician, Appointed by Roose- 
yelt on Committee: 


Vancouver, B.C., August | 19.—In 
April last the United States econ. 


gress appointed a commission of nine 
to make a thorough investigation of 
the conditions in foreign countries 
in reference to emigration and immi- 
graticn and the laws relating to the 
same. This commission was com. 
posed of three United States senators: 
W. P, Dillingham, of Vermont; A. ©, 
Lattimer, of South. Carolina, and H. 
Cabot, of Massachusetts, who is 
sometimes referred to as the mouth- 
piece of the president of the senate, 
Three representatives in congress 
were also members—Benjamin  F. 
Howell, of New Jersey; Wm. 8. Ben- 
net ,of New York, and John L. Bur- 
nett, of Alabama, In addition to 
these three direct appointees of the 
president made up the commissipn= 
Professor J. W. Jenks, of Cornell 
University; Mr, Charles P. Neil, pre- 
sent commissjoner of labor at Washes 


ington, and Mr, W. K. Wheeler, of 


California. Qn May 18 last the coms 
mission sailed from New York for 
Naples, where their investigations 


began, At the present time six of 
the members ate in different part of 
Europe, while three are conduetirig 
their investigations in the United 
States. 

Professor Jenks at the present time 
is in Canada, and arrived in Van- 
couver last week. “He has visited all 
the important cities, beginning with 
Quebec and Montreal, along the 
United States border, and has had 
interviews with almost all tho 
officials, particularly those who deal 
with the subject of immigration and 
emigration, From them he has ob- 
tained valuable data of interest to 
the commission, whieh will be iaid 
before them at a meeting when the 
results of their investigation abroad 
and on the borders of the United 
States will be taken up. 

In connection with the work of the 
commission, Professor Jenks has 
visited all the various stations along 
the Canadian line of the United 
States and has obtained an accurate 
knowledge of the manner in which 
these offices are conducted. Every- 


where that Professor Jenks has 
visited he has been received  witn 
marked courtesy and every facility 


placed at his disposal for the further. 
ance of his mission. Without ex- 
ception officials have gone out of 
ther way to lend him every aid in 
their power. This was to have been 
expected from the United States im- 
migration offices, but Professor Jenks 
has been muclf impressed with his re- 
ception by the Canadian authorities. 
which has been cordial and com. 
preliensive to a degree. After com- 
was directly appointed by the presi- 
dent-than Professor Jenks. While 
holding the chair of political economy 
at Cornell University, he was a-m:m4 
ber of the international monetary 
commission, which had for its object 
the investigation of the monetary 
systems of Kurope, four years ago. 
He was appointed on the commission 
which re-established the currency of 
the Philippine Islands, and about 
three years ago was sent abroad as 
special agent of the war department, 
Possibly one of the most important 
missions to which he has been ap- 
pointed was his service on the indus- 
trial commission, whch made an ex- 
haustive and rigid investigation of 
the methods of the trusts and large 
corporate combinations about ten 
years ago. He has sefved twice as 
the president of the Economic associa- 
tion of the United States, which has 
headquarters in New York City. 

The present commission has within 
pleting his tour throughout Canada, 
Projessor Jenks’ itinerary will take 
him to the Mexican border, which 
will complete his round of investiga- 
tion, when he will mak» his report 
to the other mémbers of the commis- 
sion .

TO BE IN MID AIR 


Major Baden--Powell Says That 
England Should Possess 
Aerial Navy. 


New - York, ‘Aug, 10—A cable from 
London to the Herald says: With the 
new aerial warships of France and 
Germany making successful demons- 
trations over Paris and Berlin, even 
those sceptics who refused to take 
aerial navigation seriouhly have be- 
come convinced that the war of the 
future, will be fought in the air, Major 
Baden-Powell, the aerial navigation 
expert, and Nuthor of works on mili- 
tary tactics, is of the opinion that the 
question of air warships is a grave 


and important one, 

“Tt is a question so great,”’ said he 
in the course of an interview, ‘‘that 
the farther you go into it “the more 
complicated it seems to be, I. be- 
lieve there will be a time, perhaps 
in the course of ten years, when we 
will possess an aerial navy. Kng. 
land ought to have an airship e jual 
to the French and German ones, for 
should wac break out the country pos- 
sessing practical airships would have 
the advantage. 

“The possibility is that if airships 
become common wars, would be no 
more on land. Armies’ would be use 
less, for what would be the good of 
men marching over the country, with 
their enemies in airships hovering 
over them and seeing every move on 
the part of their side? 

“Argl supposing Germany sent A 
fleet of air ships over England, Eng 
land could simply retaliate byeend 
ing an air fleet to Germany. The 
whole principle of warfare would have 
to be revised, 

“It is a great question, one which 
France has fully realized, and Ger. 
many is realizing, 1! am looking t 
the time when the first ship of the 
English air fleet sails over land, We 
must rule the atmospheric waves as 
much as we rule the waves of the 
sea,” she 

But another authority, whose name 
for obvious reasons must not be re- 
vealed, told something that evidently 
Baden-Powell does not know. En 

“In my opinion,” he began, “the 
cigar shaped, dirgible balloon on 
which the French and German mili- 
tary authorities place so much store, 
will become obsolete in a few years 
lt is the aeroplane that is to be the 
fighting machine of the air, and it is 
toward the perfection of the aeroplane 
that Great Britain is now working. 
The sheds at the north camp at Ald. 
ershot contain a machine which, 
when finished ,will dim the glories of 
La Patrie and the new German air- 
ship. 

“The original plan of Great Bri- 
fain’s air fleet, which was submitted 
to a committee of national defence. 
ineluded sentry kites and dirgible 
balloons te act as depot ships and 
supply stores to the naval fleet and 
fighting aeroplanes, So far as kites 
are concerned, Great Britain is ahead 
of other countries. Every day exper- 
iments are being carried out at Ald- 
ershot, and three or four of these 
box kites are frequently seen carrying 
a man, a black speck two thousand 


feet above the earth. Although no 
dirgible balloon has yet circled 8t. 
Paul’s, it must not be supposed that 


the war office is behindhand in this 
matter, 

“But the chief hope of the British 
aerial navy lies in the aeroplane,”
